Ing,  the  life  Ideals  and  purposes  will  be  formed.

“I  noticed  In  the  Record  some  time  ago  a 
brief  statement  thst  Dr _ (of  another  de¬ 

nomination  I  made  to  the  effect  that  there  were 
very  few  Evangelistic  missionaries  In  Shanghai, 
Canton  and  other  places  of  like  else.  I  think  it 
very  unwise  to  make  statements  of  that  kind,  for 
they  are  often  misleading.  You  can  find  Just 
about  what  you  want  to  out  here,  If  you  look 
right;  and  you  can  fall  to  see  anything  else  It 
you  chtftiae  to.  Those  engaged  In  school  work 
are  doing  the  most  effective  kind  of  Evangelistic 
work.  But  leaving  out  tbe  teachers  proper. 
Southern  Baptists  alone  here  as  many  strictly 
evangelistic  workers  In  Shanghai  as  this  writer 
said  there  a'ere  altogether:  and  there  are  many 
missions  with  more  than  we  have.  I  can't  under¬ 
stand  how  tbe  Chinese  or  any  other  "heathen" 
put  up  with  the  earplug  criticism  that  comes 
from  within  the  Christian  body." 

"One  of  the  Chinese  teachers  was  married 
yesterday,  and  we  went  to  tb  feast  and  the  cere¬ 
mony.  It  wag  In  one  of  tbe  good  Chinese  hotels 
up  town.  The  tour  Urge  red  lanterns  on  each 
side  of  the  entrance  announced  to  all  that  a 
wedding  was  to  be.  When  we  arrived  at  four  P. 
<M.  (he  lobby  was  filled  with  ladles  and  children. 
The  band  was  ready,  all  of  the  members  dressed 
In  red  suits  With  plenty  of  gold  braid,  and  with 
plumes  a  foot  high  on  their  bats.  A  table  with 
beautiful  red  candles  about  three  feet  high,  and 
with  a  basket  of  gorgeous  Dahlias  was  at  one 
nnd  of  the.  room;  and  It  was  here  that  the  mar¬ 
riage  certificate  was  signed.  The  groom  was  on 
hand  faultlessly  dressed  In  foreign  clothes,  as 
were  the  ushers  and  best  man.  We  two  were  the 
only  foreign  Indies,  hut  a  Chinese  friend  came 
In  soon,  who  has  spent  most  of  her  life  In  Amer¬ 
ica;  and  the  groom  Introduced  to  us  a  little 
friend  of  the  bride's,  a  girl  nearly  grown,  who 
speaks  perfect  English.  She  looks  like  an  Italian 
and  she  Is  certainly  a  beauty.  She  put  on  more 
airs  than  "the  law  allows";  but  she  told  us  a  lot 
about  tbe  marriage  customs. 

The  bride  arrived  at  (:  10— only  two  hours  and 
ten  minutes  late.  She  must  not  appear  too  eager 
you  see.  She  was  brought  In  by  the  groom, 
the  two  maldn  and  the  ushers  following. 
The  band  played  "Yankee  Doodle,"  while  they 
all  stood  In  position.  The  official  Announcer 
was  a  sporty  young  man  who  was  full  of  fun  abd 
certainly  got  all  the  entertainment  he  deserved. 
In  teasing  the  couple  later.  The  bride  and  groom 
bowed  to  each  other  when  he  called  out  some¬ 
thing;  tbe  band  played  another  strain  of  "Ypn 
kee  Doodle,”  then  they  bowed  to  the  Middle  men 
at  a  call  from  the  Announcer;  then  the  best  man 
signed  for  the  groom  and  the  maid  of  nonor 
for  the  bride.

To  them  a  college  course  ap¬ 
pears  useless  and  a  waste  of  money,  (b)  The 
spirit  of  commercialism  has  dominated  the  ordi¬ 
nary  Ideal  of  education.  Men  ask  If  It  will  pay 
to  sand  a  boy  or  girl  to  college.  They  recite  the 
fact  that  successful  people  have  not  been  college 
bred.  The  bread  and  buttar  aide  of  life  had  grip¬ 
ped  them.  There  le  an  unseemly  rush  for  the 
young  people  to  begin  to  make  money.  They 
fall  to  understand  that  a  college  education  does 
really  have  a  money-making  valne,  (bay  still  for¬ 
get  that  the  dollar  mark  cannot  compare  wttA 
character  as  the  standard  of  worth,  (e)  Many 
boys  and  girls  earnestly  desire  an  education  but 
are  hindered  for  lack  of  funds.  A  scholarship 
fund  or  means  of  self-help  would  greatly  supply 
this  need.

Herein 
may  be  found  ranking  value  of  type*  of  education¬ 
al  theories,  and  on*  may  easily  see  the  preference 
to  be  given  to  the  Christian  aa  differentiated  from 
the  stats  type.  Southern  Baptlate,  Impelled  by 
the  recognition  that  education  under  denomina¬ 
tional  control  guarantee*  adequate  leadership  for 
the  churches,  while  It  give#  the  proper  educational 
outlook;  created  the  Education  Board  through 
which  they  could  function  in  bringing  their 
schools  Into  a  larger  service  and  bring  the  denomi¬ 
national  standards  Into  education. 

CREATION  OF  THE  EDUCATION  BOARD 

For  four  ywara  from  May.  1816.  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  appointed  an  Education  Com¬ 
mission  that  did  aplendld  work  In  preaentlng  the 
rause  ol  denominational  education  In  tha  various 

contltutent  states 
for  South-Wide  Inatltutlona.  Having  given  con¬ 
siderable  study  to  the  many  problem*  of  Southern 
education,  thla  commlaalon  recommended  to  the 
1919  convention  the  creation  of  an  Eduoatlon 
Board.  A  special  commit ttee  considered  the  mat¬ 
ter  and  reported  favorably  upon  It.  The  Conven¬ 
tion  unanimously  adopted  the  report  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Education  Board  wa.  called  Into 
existence. 

The  Board  was  located  at  Birmingham.  Ala., 
and  Dr.  k  E.  Dillard,  pastor  of  the  Soutihelde  Bap¬ 
tist  Church,  Birmingham,  waa  secured  aa  the  Act 
ing  Corresponding  3#critary,  wh'.lo  retaining  his 
exacting  and  large  pastoral*.  He  gave  service* 
tor  a  yegr  without  charge  except  for  a  small  sum 
for  extrg  clerical  neb.  The  denomination  owe. 
a  great  debt  to  him  for  his  wise  leadership  In  the 
new  enterprise  for  which  there  were  no  guiding 
precedent*  and  no  established  Ideals. 

The  1920  Convention,  In  eoealon  at  Washing¬ 
ton.  elected  Dr.  W.  C.  James  aa  Corresponding 
Secretary  and  la  assumed  hi*  duties  on  July  1- 
He  came  with  the  experience  of  a  successful  pas¬ 
tor  and  teacher  with  the  Mill  confidence  of  the 
brotherhood.  On  August  1.  Albert  U  Bond  for¬ 
merly  editor  of  the  Baptist  and  Refiector,  Nash¬ 
ville,  Terjn.,  became  Editorial  Secretary. 

•  The  mission  of  the  Eduoatlon  Board  Is  threa 
fold:  First,  to  enable  the  denomination  as  a 

whole  to  function  In  the  realm  of  education. 
Second,  to  enable  our  educational  Institutions.  In 
dlvldually  and  collectively,  to  function  to  the  work 
of  the  denomination.  Third,  to  enable  the  de¬ 
nomination  and  Its  schools  unitedly  to  function!

ACCEPTING  THE  TASK 

The  primary'  need  for  education  among  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  is  a  conscience  on  Christian  education 
that  will  give  adequate  response  to  the  need  that 
our  young  people  may  be  educated  under  right 
Ideals  of  life  and  that  our  schools  may  have  suf¬ 
ficient  equipment  to  enable  them  to  do  their  work 
properly.  No  great  missionary  giving  waa  had 
until  there  had  come  a  conscience  that  accepted 
world  evangelism  aa  a  present  end  Insistent  duty.
